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When  a  gallant  life  ends  suddenly,  it  sometimes  happens  that  the  shock  and 
the  necessity  of  swift  adjustment  to  the  bereavement  delay  a  correct  appraisal 
of  the  person  whose  earthly  duties  have  been  ended  by  the  Divine  Master. 
Fortunately,  in  the  case  of  Miss  Eliza  Simpson,  one  of  the  most  beloved  instruc- 
tors at  Brockton  High  School,  this  was  not  so.  Long  before  her  death,  pupils, 
faculty,  and  community  realized  that  in  the  daily  program  of  her  quiet  life,  she 
was  as  nearly  an  ideal  teacher,  friend,  and  lady  as  it  is  possible  to  find  in  this 
imperfect  universe. 

As  an  instructor,  her  patience  and  devotion  to  duty  were  an  inspiration  to  her 
colleagues,  and  to  those  pupils  who  were  so  fortunate  as  to  come  under  her 
influence.  In  marked  degree  she  possessed  the  born  teacher's  art  of  discovering 
and  developing  mental  strength,  even  in  the  most  stubborn  young  mind.  When 
discouraged  students  began  to  doubt  their  abilities,  her  faith  kept  them  trying, 
simply  to  justify  her  confidence.  As  a  result,  many  boys  who  were  ready  to  quit 
school,  now  bless  Miss  Simpson  for  insisting  that  they  could  succeed,  if  they 
were  willing  to  make  the  effort. 

Her  capacity  for  friendship  and  sympathy  was  enormous:  perhaps  the  most 
vital  phase  of  her  being.  Many  a  military  man  thought  of  her  as  a  second 
mother;  her  letters  to  boys  and  girls  in  the  service  were  as  encouraging  and 
comforting  as  if  her  correspondents  were  her  real  children.  To  this  work  of 
uplifting  the  morale  of  bewildered,  lonesome  young  folks  away  from  home, 
she  cheerfully  sacrificed  more  time  and  energy  than  most  of  us  realized,  often 
depriving  herself  of  recreational  opportunities  so  that  some  distant  boy  or  girl 
might  be  brightened  by  a  message  from  home. 

But  it  was  as  a  splendid  person  that  Miss  Simpson  will  be  longest  remembered 
by  all  who  recognize  the  gallantry  of  spirit  that  marks  a  superb  life.  Although 
handicapped  physically  by  a  lameness  that  would  have  depressed  the  average 
individual  to  the  point  of  inefficiency.  Miss  Simpson  never  lost  her  buoyant 
optimism,  or  failed  in  conscientious  attention  to  every  detail  of  school  routine 
or  pupil  need.  In  this  respect,  she  was  a  sturdy  challenge  to  the  weakling  and 
the  whiner,  and  to  all  who  make  mountains  out  of  minor  irritations  that  occur 
occasionally  in  each  busy,  worthwhile  life. 

A  great  philosopher  once  said,  "No  one  is  really  dead  whose  influence  still 
functions  in  the  world;  whose  memory  still  lingers  in  a  single  heart  or  mind." 
We  who  believe  in  the  truth  of  those  words,  know  that  Miss  Simpson  is  still 
more  truly  alive  than  some  of  the  living. 

May  her  brave  soul  rest  in  peace,  and  may  she  always  remain  an  inspiration 
and  beloved  ideal  to  every  one  of  us  at  Brockton  High.

For  many  miles  the  event  was  heralded — that  June  13!  People  as  far  away  as 
Skowhegan  looked  into  the  sky  and  wondered  what  had  happened.  The  siesmo- 
qraph  at  Harvard  recorded  a  tremor  more  violent  than  any  in  the  memory  of 
even  the  oldest  professor.  Waves  buffeted  shores  from  the  Hebrides  to  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope,  as  the  Mississippi  overflowed  its  banks.  What  was  it?  A  tidal 
wave?  An  atomic  bomb?  Was  the  world  coming  to  an  end?  Almost,  the  Brock- 
ton High  class  of  '46  was  graduating. 

The  first  peace-time  graduation  in  five  years  found  servicemen  who  had  come 
back  to  finish  their  high  school  education  receiving  their  diplomas.  Other  vet- 
erans were  taking  post-graduate  courses  prior  to  entering  college,  and  many 
more  took  advantage  of  the  evening  school  curricula. 

The  armed  forces,  however,  did  not  corner  the  market  on  victory  that  year.  An 
educational  trip  through  New  York  and  Washington  capped  a  ten-game  unde- 
feated season  of  the  football  eleven.  A  third  consecutive  Tech  Tourney  trip 
climaxed  the  fine  season  of  the  basketball  team.  The  baseball  nine,  not  to  be 
outdone,  roared  off  to  a  great  beginning  and  hopes  were  running  high  for  an- 
other good  record.  Track  came  back  into  the  roster  with  a  fine  looking  squad. 
No  radical  changes  were  made  in  the  buildings  or  in  the  curriculum  with  the 
exception  of  the  arrangement  of  recesses.  The  number  of  recesses  was  cut  from 
four  to  three;  consequently  the  number  of  pupils  per  stool  was  increased  from 
eleven  to  fourteen  and  one-half — a  definite  improvement. 

Faculty  changes,  however,  were  more  numerous.  The  greatest  shock  of  the  year 
came  when  Miss  Simpson  died.  The  whole  city,  especially  students  and  faculty 
of  the  High  School,  mourned  the  death  of  one  of  the  most  beloved  of  Brockton's 
teachers. 

Major  Swanson  returned  from  the  South  Pacific  to  his  old  position,  as  did  Seobee 
Harry  Reuell.  When  Miss  Lane  left.  Miss  Evelyn  Robinson  became  librarian. 
Mr.  Merritt,  of  the  music  department  left  at  the  end  of  '45,  and  Mr.  Spencer  took 
over.  Mr.  Sandrock  came  as  a  new  physical  education  teacher,  as  Mr.  Sanborn 
took  over  Mr.  Spang's  place  as  head  of  the  science  department. 

The  gymnasium  program  deserves  some  mention.  Under  the  guidance  of  Mr. 
Saba  and  Mr.  Sandrock  the  bodies  of  the  Brockton  boys  were  transformed 
magically  from  muscleless  sacks  just  capable  of  dragging  themselves  around  to 
muscleless  sacks  that  were  not  even  capable  of  dragging  themselves  around. 
Those  pupils  who  were  not  originally  4F  were  quickly  made  4F,  as  future  G.  I.'s 
imitated  their  ancestors  by  crawling  about  the  floor  on  hands  and  knees  or  by 
swinging  from  ropes. 

That  year  the  annual  Junior-Senior  Prom  was  named  "Cupid's  Caprice" — how 
aptly  we  do  not  remember.  It  was,  however,  the  social  event  of  the  year,  and  a 
great  success. 

The  Senior  Class  Play,  "Tons  of  Money",  played  only  a  one-night  stand,  but, 
from  the  reception,  it  could  have  run  just  short  of  forever.  The  musical  organiza- 
tions also  presented  programs  including  a  fine  "Pops"  evening  which  was 
enthusiastically  enjoyed. 

Although  our  entire  three  years  were  only  slightly  less  catastrophic  than  tu- 
multuous graduation  night,  we  already  look  back  on  them,  not  only  with  nos- 
talgia, but  with  real  longing  for  the  good  old  days  at  B.  H.  S.

On  one  occasion,  Aristotle  was  asked  how  much  educated 
men  were  superior  to  those  uneducated.  "As  much,"  said  he, 
"as  the  living  to  the  dead."  Those  of  us  who  graduate  so 
happily  this  week  are  determined  to  be  among  the  group  of 
"the  living."  Thus  we  must  analyze  the  word  "educated," 
which  is  really  a  blanket  term  covering  many  meanings  and 
interpretations. 

First,  perhaps,  we  have  to  realize  that  life  itself  is  a  process 
of  education,  which  ought  to  be  a  continual  upward  struggle, 
with  the  climber  forever  dissatisfied  with  his  progress.  As  Thomas  Huxley  said, 
"The  rung  of  the  ladder  was  never  meant  to  rest  upon,  but  only  to  hold  a  man's 
foot  long  enough  to  enable  him  to  put  the  other  somewhat  higher."  So  with  the 
person  who  seeks  to  be  educated,  there  are  no  fertile  oases  along  the  road 
where  he  may  linger,  content  with  past  advances.  The  mind  is  constantly 
improving  or  deteriorating;  it  is  never  static. 

Therefore,  since  degeneration  results  if  we  are  mentally  lazy,  why  not  try  to 
direct  our  education  to  the  ideal?  After  all,  youth  is  idealistic,  since  it  has  not 
yet  suffered  "the  slings  and  arrows  of  outrageous  fortune,"  nor  borne  "the  whips 
and  scorns  of  time."  And  what  a  blessing  it  is  that  we  are  idealists!  Thus  we 
shall  try  all  the  more  gallantly — to  reach  the  peak  of  the  ladder;  to  broaden  our 
mental  horizon  so  that  we  may  possess  the  qualities  of  the  truly  educated  person. 
According  to  Mr.  Albert  Wiggam,  "An  educated  man  keeps  his  mind  open  on 
every  question  until  all  the  evidence  is  in;  secondly,  he  always  listens  atten- 
tively to  the  man  who  knows;  thirdly,  he  never  laughs  at  new  ideas."  Conse- 
quently, with  open  minds  we  young  folks  may  consider  the  problem  of  what 
constitutes  a  truly  educated  individual.  Incidentally,  this  is  a  question  which 
has  interested  the  greatest  intellects  of  all  ages.  So  it  is  only  with  extreme 
humility  that  we,  young  and  inexperienced  in  life,  dare  add  our  ideas  to  the 
record. 

To  begin  with,  possibly,  we  should  first  set  down  a  few  errors  which  many 
people  make  when  they  think  of  education.  The  first  is  the  opinion  that  mere 
possession  of  a  vast  fund  of  information  constitutes  an  educated  person.  The 
truth  of  the  matter  is  that  an  educated  person  does  not  need  to  load  his  mind 
with  a  clutter  of  unrelated  facts  which  he  is  not  using  daily,  and  which  he  can 
quickly  find  answered  in  any  reference  book. 

The  mere  possession  of  facts  is  not  wisdom.  I  may  be  a  wizard  at  assembling  or 
designing  monstrous  mechanisms,  or  be  an  authority  on  the  culinary  art.  But 
that  alone  does  not  render  me  worthy  to  be  called  educated.  In  fact,  if  that  is 
the  entire  scope  of  my  knowledge  and  interest,  I  am  relatively  a  dunce,  con- 
sidering how  vast  a  reservoir  of  knowledge  there  is  in  the  world — a  reservoir, 
of  which  I  am  entirely  ignorant. 

Or  perhaps  I  am  one  of  those  hateful  bigots  who  vigorously  gather  facts  simply 
to  re-enforce  the  strong  prejudices  which  I  am  unwilling  to  surrender,  no  matter 
how  brightly  the  light  of  truth  shines  to  show  my  error.  In  that  case,  regardless 
of  my  knowledge,  I  am  still  narrow-minded.  As  Henry  Adams  says,  "There  is 
nothing  so  astonishing  in  education  as  the  amount  of  ignorance  it  accumulates 
in  the  form  of  inert  facts."  He  who  simply  amasses  information  as  a  miser  hoards 
gold  is  a  liability  to  society.  Just  as  the  magnificent  plumage  of  the  bird  of 
paradise  adds  nothing  to  his  power  of  flight,  so  the  possession  of  knowledge 
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may  be  worthless,  unless  it  is  used  wisely.  In  any  case,  it  is  definitely  only  an 
auxiliary  to  the  other  requirements  of  an  educated  person. 

Another  misconception  of  today  is  that  a  person  is  wise — or  shall  we  say 
educated? — simply  because  he  has  passed  through  college  and  acquired 
degrees.  But  he  is  not  wise,  if  he  uses  his  trained  mind  for  evil.  A  college-bred 
villain  is  far  worse  than  one  who  is  totally  unschooled.  For  example,  a  few  of 
the  blackest  scoundrels  in  modern  society  are  university  men.  Surely  one  does 
not  consider  Joseph  Goebbels,  Heinrich  Himmler,  or  Hideke  Tojo  as  truly  edu- 
cated! Yet  they  are  college  graduates;  Goebbels  even  flaunts  a  Doctor  of 
Philosophy  degree. 

Besides,  the  college  we  attend  may  stress  only  the  vocational  side  of  life.  One 
may  well  graduate  from  such  an  institution  knowing  only  one  subject  thor- 
oughly, but  blind  to  the  broader  aspects  of  life,  and  entirely  ignorant  of  one's 
duty  to  one's  fellowmen.  In  the  words  of  Dr.  William  Perry  Faunce,  late  presi- 
dent of  Brown  University,  "Vocational  training,  necessary  and  valuable  as  it  is, 
does  not  attempt  to  liberate,  but  to  concentrate;  not  to  broaden  a  man's  horizon, 
but  to  focus  his  mind  on  his  job."  Therefore,  merely  holding  degrees  or  diplomas 
does  not  signify  enlightenment  in  the  general  sense.  Such  honors  may  denote 
only  proficiency  in  the  special  field  of  endeavor  for  which  they  are  awarded. 
A  third  delusion  is  that  possession  of  wealth  or  high  worldly  position  means 
that  the  person  involved  is  educated  and  deserves  respect.  To  explode  this 
false  idea,  we  need  only  to  consider  the  multitude  of  petty  thieves  who  have 
garnered  their  money  through  graft.  No;  the  degree  of  respect  a  person  deserves, 
or  the  quality  of  his  education  is  not  determined  solely  by  his  financial  status, 
or  social  rank,  or  professional  rating. 

Thus  we  find  that  knowledge,  learning,  or  the  mere  possession  of  diplomas, 
degrees,  or  riches  does  not  make  one  educated.  Therefore,  further  analysis  of 
our  subject  leads  us  to  the  top  of  the  ladder — to  real  culture.  In  his  definition  of 
culture,  Webster  says  that  it  is  "the  training  or  refining  of  the  moral  and  in- 
tellectual nature."  In  the  word  moral,  we  have  the  very  heart  of  the  matter.  To 
teach  man's  brain  alone  and  to  ignore  his  soul  is  to  pour  water  into  a  sieve. 
In  this  day  and  era,  with  the  world  suffering  from  the  savagery  of  war,  and 
international  distrust  and  suspicion  everywhere,  ethical  development  through 
education  has  become  increasingly  important.  In  fact.  Dr.  Richard  Cabot,  in  his 
splendid  book,  "Honesty,"  goes  so  far  as  to  say  that  what  the  schools  of  today 
need  is  not  more  academic  subjects  and  vocational  courses,  but  on  each  faculty, 
a  teacher  of  ethics,  an  instructor  in  the  ideals  of  conduct.  He  believes,  with  the 
Bible,  that  the  strength  of  a  nation  is  in  the  number  of  its  wise  men — its  good 
men — whose  alert  minds  and  gentle  manners  are  indications  of  their  fine  souls. 
So  then,  we  arrive  at  our  conception  of  what  the  term  educated  should  mean  to 
us.  Along  with  the  acquisition  of  culture,  it  involves  the  strengthening  of  our 
morals  and  our  sense  of  responsibility  to  all  who  walk  the  earth.  True  educa- 
tion respects  the  rights  of  every  decent  individual,  regardless  of  his  convictions. 
Voltaire  advises  us  to  think  for  ourselves  and  to  let  others  enjoy  the  privilege  of 
doing  so,  too. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  offer  as  a  working  definition  of  education  the  splendid 
summary  quoted  so  often  by  the  late  Dean  Hawkes  of  Columbia  University. 
"The  qualities  desirable  in  any  educated  person  are:  a  good  mind,  a  sound 
body,  tolerance  of  the  ideas  and  opinions  and  manners  of  others,  appreciation 
of  the  beautiful,  a  character  above  reproach." 

As  we  of  the  graduating  class  pass  this  first  important  goal  in  our  educational 
life,  let  us  keep  in  mind  the  loftiest  ideals  of  true  culture,  and  by  our  personal 
conduct  in  living  according  to  the  Golden  Rule,  prove  that  we  have  profited 
from  all  the  richness  of  learning  and  from  all  the  ideals  that  have  thus  far  been 
inculcated  by  our  parents  and  our  teachers.

TENNIS 
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After  a  lapse  of  five  years,  track  has  returned  to  Brockton  High  this  year  as  a 
varsity  sport.  The  team,  coached  by  Mr.  Howard  Sandrock,  devoted  most  of  the 
v/inter  in  intensive  training  for  the  state  outdoor  track  meet  which  was  held  at 
the  Newton  Memorial  Stadium  late  in  May. 

Coach  Sandrock,  calling  the  team  out  in  January,  faced  a  squad  of  men  who  had 
little  or  no  formal  track  experience.  Therefore,  most  of  the  indoor  track  season 
was  spent  in  getting  the  team  in  good  physical  condition  for  the  meet  in  May. 
However,  early  in  February,  a  group  of  boys  were  entered  in  the  state  indoor 
track  meet  held  at  Boston  Garden. 

Although  the  team  did  not  gain  any  points  in  Boston,  Coach  Sandrock  believed 
that  the  members  of  the  team  gained  much  valuable  experience.  The  boys 
entered  were  Bob  Murray  and  Charles  Bernstein  in  the  50  yard  dash,  Arthur 
Y oung  and  Roy  Kelley  in  the  300  yard  run,  George  Saad  in  the  600  yard  run, 
and  Joe  Tunewicz  and  Timothy  Kelleher  in  the  1000  yard  run.  The  relay  team 
composed  of  Frank  Baillie,  Frank  Morrow,  Charles  Bornstein,  and  Ronald  Silver 
lost  to  Somerville  High  by  5.7  seconds. 

At  the  time  of  this  writing  Coach  Sandrock  and  Mr.  Roberts  are  busy  preparing 
a  tentative  schedule  of  dual  meets  to  give  the  team  added  experience. 
With  a  large  majority  of  the  team  composed  of  underclassmen.  Coach  Sandrock 
has  high  hopes  of  producing  a  team  next  season  of  the  same  championship 
calibre  as  teams  of  former  years.
